'And their humble and earnest 
supplication that it may please 
God, through the merits of Jesus 
Christ, mercifully to forgive," etc. 
Similar language is used in procla 
mations by Congress in 1778, 1779 
780. In 1798, President 
John Adams appointed a day for 
national fast in which occur th 
following words: "Beseeching Hii 
time, of His infinil 
grace, through the Redeemer of the 
world, freely to remit all our 
fenses, and to incline us, by His 
Holy Spirit," etc. The Senai 
of the United States, in 1863, 
passed a rcsoh 

dent Lincoln to appoint a day lor 
national prayer and humiliation, in 
which they use the following lan- 
guage: "To seek Him for succor, 
according to his appointed way, 
igh Jesus Christ." In accord 
with this request, President 
Lincoln appointed Thursday, 
30th day of April, 1863, and 
quested the people to assemble in 
their respective places of worship, 
p the day holy to the 

Lord." 

Governor Hastings' proclama- 
tion, following the spirit of that ol 
President Cleveland, is in entire 
harmony with the Thanksgiving 
proclamations ol many other 

Governors of the several 
States. Governor William H. 
Seward, of New York, in his pro 
clamation for a day of Thanksgiv- 
ing in 1839, says: "Let us also 
God to deliver the op- 
pressed throughout the world, and 
ichsafe to all mankind the privi- 
leges ol civil and religious liberty, 
ind the knowledge, influences and 
blessed hopes of the Gospel of His 
Son, our Savior." Governor Buck- 
ingham, in his proclamation for a 
day of Thanksgiving, in 1858, says: 
And, above all, that He hath not 
dealt with us after our sins, nor 
iwarded us according to our ini- 
quities, but hath magnified the 
riches of His grace in giving Hia 
Holy Spirit to revive His work and 
lead sinners to repentance, and 
that the door of mercy is yet open, 
through which the guilty and per- 
ishing may enter and obtain etern- 
al life, by faith in the atonement ol 
Jesus Christ, His Son." In 1861, 
Governor Andrews, of Massachu- 
setts, wrote perhaps the most cel- 
bratid proclamation for a day of 
hanksgiving ever issued by any ol 
mr State Governors.

i. — H. J. Barling, who is identi- 
fied with the salmon industry of 
Alaska as the owner of an exten- 
canning plant at Karluk, Ko- 
diak Island, has just arrived from 
the north.

Following closely on the Latin 
dry fire of recent date, the new 
residence of Ruby Laffoon, hardly 
completed, situated in the North- 
ern part of town in the grove back 
of Mr. Jack Earle's place, burned 
during the hard rainstorm ol last 
Thursday night. There is no rea- 
son for thinking of incendiarism 
and the most plausible reason for 
this fire, and the one that suggests 
itself first, is that some tramp had 
taken advantage of this house in 
its isolated situation and sheltered 
himself from the storm. 

On Monday morning between 4 
and j, o'clock another fire was dis- 
covered. This time the blaze was 
ear of the McCully two 
story brick on South side of Cross 
Main Street, between Main Street 
ind the railroad, occupied by Mrs. 
M. M. Murphey's millinery estab- 
lishment in the first story and by 
Mr. J. F. Hardman's photograph 
gallery on the second floor. 

Mrs. M. C. Long's two story 
brick bakery and residence ad- 
oined this building, and Jno. 
Long, who rises early, discovered 
the fire and gave the alarm. The 
turned out with buckets 
and the volunteer fire company 
came with the book and ladder 
truck and the chemical engine. 

There was no water available, 
however, as Madisonville is still in 
'dry" class so far as water 
works are concerned. The chemi- 
cal engine on Monday morning 
was "dry" too. It had not been 
primed since the laundry fire, the 
the valves were stuck, and it would 
not work. 

Nothing could be done but to 
prevent the spread of the fire, 
which burned itself out between 
the tire wslls of Mrs. Long's build- 
ig and Drake's saloon. 
Jno. Long, who occupied the 
bakery, saved most of bis goods. 
Mr. Hardman's photograph estab 
hshment was a total loss a id noth- 
saved out of Mrs. Mur 
phey's establishment. O. W. 
Smith's jewelry store adjoined 
Mrs. Long's building, in a one 
story frame room, but this building 
did not burn and Mr. Smith re- 
moved everything to a safe place. 

The insurance carried was as fol 
lows: 

Mrs. Murphy, $1,500 on stock in 
the Connecticut; McCully $1,210 
on building, $800 in the Royal and 
London, Liverpool and 
Globe; Mrs. Long, »i,ooo on 
building, in the Northern Associa 
>n,ond $ 100 on soda fountain etc. 
Loss above insurance estimated: 
Mrs. Long, perhaps $700 or $800; 
Murphy, about $2000 and ac- 
; books; Mr. McCully, not 
known; Mr. Hardman total loss, 
due not given. 

Of course there is talk of fire 
bugs and an uncomfortable feeling 
prevails, but there is no clew to 
anything definite. 

The third fire of this series oc- 
curred yesterday morning when a 
stable belonging to Dr. Robert 
Bone, filled with hay, was con- 
sumed. Dr. Bone had moved 
only the day before and nothing 
' »s left in the stable but hay, con- 
tinently the loss was slight. 
Madisonville has had enough ob- 

me definite action being taken 
to establish an efficient system of 
water works.
